A Way of Avoiding Strikes; 


Mr. Lewis Issues a Winner 


SARATOGA 

The threatened strike of trainers and 
jockeys at Bay Meadows underlines the 
necessity for the setting up, by the various 
racing Commissions, of some sort of mech- 
anism for heading off this sort of thing. 
Probably most persons are 
strikes generally, often 


averse to 
including some 
of the strikers, but that is a graver ques- 
tion than is customarily argued here. But 
a strike in an industry is not the same 
thing as a_ strike race track. No 
matter how positive a stand a man may 
take about a strike, say, which disrupts 
his telephone service, he’s not going to rip 
out his telephone and give his business to 
carrier pigeons. But if a potential horse- 
player is annoyed or inconvenienced by a 
strike on a race track, and particularly if 
he is led to think his afternoon may be 
spoiled, he is perfectly free to say, “The 
hell with them all,” and find his amuse- 
This hits the track 
first. of course, but eventually it will work 
down to everyone who makes his living 
from racing.

There is the further consideration that 
a man who is able and willing to race a 
few horses for amusement might easily be 
deterred by the thought that he might be- 
come involved in labor trouble, or have 
his stable tied up through a backstretch 
strike. Probably a good many persons turn 
to racing and other sports as an escape 
from business cares, and if they run into 
the same thing in racing they may run out, 

The fault is not at all one-sided. Horse- 
men have developed a technique of wait- 
ing until a meeting is open, or on the 
point of opening, and then sticking a gun 
in the operator’s ear. Few people get so 
angry that they will lose large sums of 
money over it, and victory for the horse- 
men is usually assured. . 

On the other hand, few tracks announce 
their purse schedules far enough ad- 
vance for officials of horsemen’s organiza- 
tions to consult their members and take 
any orderly action well ahead of the open- 
ing of a meeting. An exception, almost 
as | write, is Hialeah Park, which has 
just announced its stakes and purse values 
for 1951, more than four months ahead of 
time. 

A further and entirely real grievance 


that trainers have is that tracks “esti- 


mate” the business for forthcoming meet- 
ings, and to put it as kindly as possible, 


they err, if at all, on the side of safety. 

Actually no one can “estimate” with 
any accuracy unless he can also predict 
what the weather is going to be, par- 
ticularly on Saturdays and holidays. Horse- 
men have often made the legitimate point 
that if business is better than expected— 
as it is at Saratoga just now—nvothing is 
done to restore purse cuts. If business is 
worse than expected, purses are sometimes 
cut, though most major tracks do go 
through with their promises. 

It seems that three points would make 
possible a program which would avoid, 
not only strikes, but the threat of strikes, 
which is bad publicity. 

In the first place, race tracks should 
be required to submit purse schedules far 
enough in advance that they could be dis- 
cussed fully before there was any need for 
pressure. As often as not, the first time 
horsemen hear of a purse cut the State 
Racing Commission has already approved 
it. It would seem that horsemen should be 
consulted, and if the three parties to purse

distribution—horsemen, track operators, 
and commission—could chew over a prob- 
lem well ahead of a meeting, a good deal 
of bad feeling and, more important, bad 
publicity, could be avoided, 

In the second, purses could very well 
be set up on an “if” basis. But this would 
have to be on a mutual basis, and if it is 
to work, horsemen must be just as will- 
ing to accept a cut in the face of poor 
support as they are to insist on an in- 
crease if an estimate proves too low. 

The third point concerns that old spec- 
tre, the minimum purse. It has been dem- 
onstrated past any real argument that the 
higher the minimum the smaller the 
spread, and the less difference there is 
between the earnings of good horses and 
poor ones. Horsemen are quite right to 
insist on a fair purse distribution, and 
they are quite wrong to measure this by 
minimum purses. 

It has been argued more than once by 
trainers that bad horses eat just as much 
as good ones. Not if you shoot them.

The Auctions at Saratoga: Up 6 Per Cent 


There were more fillies than colts con- 
signed to the 1950 Saratoga Sales, and 
from past auctions this preponderance of 
females should have produced a_ lower 
average price per animal than in 1949, 
But offsetting this was the circumstance 
that 84 fewer yearlings were consigned 
this year than last. The result was that 
the artificial scarcity served to strengthen 
the market: a total of 320 head brought 
$1.180.100. average $3.688. This was an 
increase of $205 per head over 1949, when 
104 yearlings brought $1.407.000, average 
$3.483. The increase in average was 
about 6 per cent. 

In the aggregate, about 16 per cent 
less money was spent for yearlings at the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s Saratoga auctions 
this August than last year. but the reduc- 
tion in the number of yearlings was about 
20 per cent. which produced a proportion- 
ately greater spread of dollars over fewer 
horses. Another factor contributing to 
the strength of the Saratoga Sales was 
that the missing animals represented, for 
the most part. yearlings which generally 
sold in the lower price ranges. The ex- 
ception was Darby Dan Farm, which sold 
20 head for a $6.455 average at Saratoga 
in 1949 and was a Keeneland consignor 
this year. But even allowing for this, the 
majority of the absentees represented 
vearlings selling for $2.000 or under 
(most of them below $1.000). as the tabu 
lation by price groups clearly illustrates. 

The real strength of the Saratoga mar- 
ket lay in the group of yearlings selling 


at from $5,000 to $9,999: last year 11 per 
cent of the Saratoga yearlings were in 
this category, but this year 17 per cent 
were in this level. The other price groups 
were remarkably steady: Last year 25 
per cent sold for below $1.000; this year 
22 per cent were in that group. In 1949 
and 1950, 24 per cent sold from $1,000 
to $1.999. In both years also, 31 per 
cent sold from $2,000 to $4,999. The gain 


came in the next-highest group ($5,000- 
$9,999), 17 per cent in 1950 against 11 
per cent in 1949. The top division ($10,- 
000 and up) was approximately stable— 
7 per cent sold in this grade in 1950 
against 8 per cent in 1949, 

The net result indicated a strong mar- 
ket for yearlings of medium and _ better 
credentials, but it was not an easy market.

If it had to be designated. perhaps it 
could be called an “auctioner’s” market. 
because Auctioneer George Swinebroad 
labored as hard as he ever has at a Thor- 
oughbred horse sale in getting raises of 
$100 at atime. Many yearlings selling for 
as much as $5,000 or more started at 
$500 or $1,000 and reached their final 
sales price only after many halting ad- 
vances of $100. The skill of the auction- 
eer in eliciting raises when the bidding 
seemed stalled, and frequent pep talks by 
announcer Humphrey Finney, made a con- 
siderable difference in the 
take-home checks. 

The fillies outnumbered the colts for 
the first time since 1943. This year the 


consignors’ 


ratio was 53 per cent fillies against 47 
per cent colts. Last year, more nearly 
normal, the colts made up 55 per cent of 
the offerings. Fillies were up $259 (9 per 
cent) over last year; colts were up $408 
(about 10 per cent). There was a de- 
crease of 72 colts (32 per cent) from last 
year, and 12 fillies (about 7 per cent). 


The Buyers 


The 188 buyers of record at the Fasig- 
Tipton Company’s auction bought an av- 
erage of 1.7 yearlings each. and spent an 
average of about $10.000 each. No exact 
figures are available about buyer spend- 
ing. because some buyers of record may 
represent more than one principal. Other 
years: 1949—221  buyers/$6.367 each: 
1948—206/$7.767: 1947—179/$9.810. 

The leading buyer at Saratoga was G, 
C. Raible. of Cleveland (see item about 
him in Sales Notes. this issue). With the 
advice of Trainer R. E. (Red) Wingfield, 
he bought three yearlings for $48.700. av- 
erage $16.233. Next was Joseph M. Roe- 
bling. who bought three for $44,000. av- 
erage $14.667. Others were William Post. 
William Goadby Loew. I. J. Collins. C. T. 
Chenery, and the Apheim Stable (Bernard 
H. Heiman. Utica, N. Y.). A list of the 
principal buyers and their purchases ap- 
pears in this issue.

There was. in effect. an artificial scar- 
city of yearlings at the Saratoga Sales of 
1950. in that 84 fewer yearlings were of- 
fered this year than last, Since a ma- 
jority of those which dropped out repre- 
sented consignors who had been sending 
yearlings of below-average desirability to 
Saratoga. there was a resultant strength- 
ening of the market. as indicated above. 


The principal gain was in the middle 
classifications, covered by the price range 
$3.100 to $9.000. There were slight gains 
in lower classifications: the bottom 40 per 
cent of the yearlings sold for a top of 
$1,600. compared with $1.500 for last 
year. And the bottom 50 per cent brought 
a top of $2,100, against $2.000 in 1949. 


There was an increase in the high price 
—$35,000 compared to $32.000, with the 
further consideration that the highest- 
priced individual was a filly and not a 
colt. This year 10 per cent of the year- 
lings brought $9.000 or more; last year 
the bottom price of the top 10 per cent 
was $8.100. However, only 7 per cent of 
the 1950 offerings brought $10.000 or 
above. whereas in 1949, 8 per cent fell in 
that category. Twenty-two per cent of the 
1950 crop sold for under $1,000, and 25 
per cent brought below $1,000 in 1949. 


Last year the top 10 per cent of the 
Saratoga yearlings averaged $14,485; this 
year they averaged $13.533. This represent- 
ed a decline of about 6 per cent for the 
top group. The over-all increase in the 
1950 average compared with the 1949 ayv- 
erage was about 6 per cent. 


This year 14 yearlings sold for $500. 
and 22 sold for less than $500 (down to a 
low of $250). In all, about 11 per cent 
sold for $500 or less. Last year 13 per 
cent brought $500 or less. 


There is a hint in these figures that a 
production of yearlings would 
mean more money per yearling and per 
consignor, if anyone wants to make any- 
thing out of it.

Some Experience in Worm Treatments 


Dear Boss: 


There seems to be a great deal of mis- 
understanding in regard to whether or not 
phenothiazine should be fed to foals. 
All the work that the University of Ken- 
tucky has done in this field indicates that 
it is sufficient to feed phenothiazine to the 
mares, and the foals will remain  rela- 
tively clean. It is not necessary to feed 
phenothiazine to the foals until they are 
weaned. We then start them on one gram 
a day for 20 days. After that, they have ten 
days off, and then go on a regular two- 
I do not know of foals that 
have had phenothiazine fed them directly 
while they were still nursing. I do not 
believe that it is necessary. 


gram dose. 


Our farm is in an enviable position with 
regard to parasites. Because of the co- 
operation of our employees, the University 
has found it practicable to keep us on the 
survey for three years. This means that 
I get an accurate worm count once a week. 
This procedure would be very expensive 
for us to undertake as a routine matter. 
Looking back over the three years, I am 
astonished at the evolution in my _ think- 
ing as a result of this precise knowledge 
each week. Aside from having changed 
my methods of strongyle control. the pro- 
gram has directly affected the way we 
handle the ascarid situation. 

This weekly count is averaged, and then 
entered on graphs. It shows most clearly 
the eyeles of ascarid infestation, and has 
pointed out the fact that one dose of car- 
bon bisulfide will only kill those worms 
that are in the intestines. It will not affect 
those in migration through the horse’s 
body at the time of dose. As a result, it 
is now routine for us to administer the 
carbon bisulfide in two doses, one-half of 
a dose each time, 14 days apart. In this 
manner it is possible to destroy the asca- 
rides in the intestines. and two weeks later, 
when those that were in migration have 
reached the stomach, they are in turn de- 
stroyed by the dose. 


Dramatic proof of the efficiency of the 
two-dose method has recently been called 
to my ettention. I was away on June 30, 
when our early foals were wormed with 
carbon bisulfide for ascarides. A full dose 
was given, Within ten days the fecal sam- 
ples showed no ascarides, yet four weeks 
after the dose, the charts now show a high- 
er ascarid count than we had to start with. 
Our regular veterinarian was not avail- 
able and I had not advised the man who 
did the job that I wished it given in two 
half-doses. 

A very heavily-infested animal, after 
receiving a full dose of carbon bisulfide, 
may rupture the small intestine because 
of the large number of worms killed. The 
half-dose method will not kill enough 
ascarides to cause the small intestine to 
rupture. The dose two weeks later will kill 
the remainder. It is my hope that within 
the next few years something can be found 
that will control the ascarid situation in 
the same manner, and be more or less the 
same treatment as phenothiazine is for 
the strongyles. 


CLOVER PREFERRED. We have had 
an extremely wet summer, and as a re- 
sult, the grass is better this year than I 
have ever seen it. It has been very hard 
to make hay, but that is a problem that 
does not concern us. The money that we 
have spent for fertilizer, partly super- 
phosphate, has come back to us in the 
form of wild white clover. Almost all 
our fields are completely carpeted with 
it, and in walking among the animals | 
seldom see them eating anything else. 
Early in the spring they do eat the red 
clover, but as soon as the wild white 
clover makes its appearance they seldom 
eat anything else. They seem to prefer it 
to the blue grass. Many of our pastures 
have a random drilling of lespedeza in 
them. This was planted as insurance 
against a very dry summer. Horses sel- 
dom eat lespedeza unless everything else 
is dried up. If this is the case, you will 


find them grazing in the lespedeza, but 
they do not seem to be enjoying it. 

One night last week we kept our mares 
and foals in the barn. Usually, during this 
time of year, they are out both day and 
night, coming into the barn for feed in 
the morning and in the late afternoon. 
The break in their usual routine was 
caused by a very sudden drop in the tem- 
perature. It was very rainy and damp, 
and that, together with the cool weather, 
made us decide to keep them in the barn 
that night. We were afraid of colds, 
which by the way, we have been com- 
pletely free of so far this year. We are 
hesitant to keep them in the barn after 
they are used to being out, because after 
doing so, an occasional cold may crop up. 
I suspect it is caused by the confinement, 
and that if we had not taken them in, it 
would not have occurred. 


UPSET MARE. Our blind mare was 
in that night and was upset by the change 
in reutine. She was stall-walking and I 
feared she would become exhausted. Our 
night watchman hung rumpled newspap- 
ers in her stall. They were just about 
level with her withers and she would 
strike them as she circled. She knew that 
nothing should be there, and it puzzled 
her. Every direction she turned, she 
would hit another. She finally went over 
to her hay rack, and spent the night eat- 
ing a little, and sleeping a little. This 
method of quieting blind mares is quite 
effective. Some people hang up pieces of 
wood. Others use a small can with either 
water in it that will spill when the mare 
hits it, or a can with some small pebbles 
in it. The pebbles will roll around and 
make a loud noise when the can is mov- 
ed. Any of these methods seem adequate, 
but I like the newspaper because it of- 
fers less chance of injury.

The weather during the Saratoga year- 
ling sales was quite pleasant, on the 
whole, and inspecting the various con- 
signments was one of the delightful pas- 
times of the morning hours. A visitor, if he 
were indefatigible horse-looker and 
owned a strident alarm clock, could spend 
the early part of the morning, say from 
6 to 9 o'clock. at the race track, hanging 
over the rail or hanging around the 
stables. From 9 to about 1 would be spent 
at the sales area looking at the night's 
consignments. The afternoon would be 
spent at the races, where a sensible per- 
son would, if he could, find a place to sit 
down and watch the sport. The more avid 
would scurry for the paddock before each 
race and tramp all over 40 acres looking 
at the candidates. Then at night, of course, 
were the sales, scheduled for 8:30. Usually 
it was about 8:45 before they started. The 
last yearling of the night generally was 
sold at about 10:30, 


New banks of fluorescent lights hung 
over the central part of the auction arena 
this year. They not only cast a much bet- 
ter illumination than in the past, but 
threw off much less heat than the in- 
candescent kind. 


Some of the women consignors gave 
their male rivals a lively tussle for the 
dollars. Among those who worked hard at 
showing and selling their yearlings were 
Mrs. R. W. P. Johnston, Mrs. Joseph 
Walker Jr., Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh, 
Mrs. Campbell Brown, and Mrs, G. L. 
Harrison. Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong and 
Mrs. Melville Church 2nd helped their 
husbands show prospects to the buyers. 

Mrs. Johnston, who sold colts by *Sirte 
and Platter, lettered a sign that informed 
buyers her yearlings were “Not by *Mah- 
moud, not by Bull Lea, not the Best in the 
World, as All Advertise, but Two Colts 
Nice Enough for Anybody. Hip Nos. 24 
and 28.” She averaged $3,250 for them, 


The consignment of English-bred year- 
lings flown up from Argentina by Eduardo 
Selveyra attracted much favorable com- 
ment. Because they left Argentina in mid- 
winter, they arrived at Saratoga with 
their overcoats on, but the grooms had 
them in excellent condition. The two care- 
takers wore their gaucho clothing, which 
was enough to distinguish the consign- 
ment, and donned white aprons when 
grooming the horses, which added an- 
other unique touch. 

On the Sunday afternoon before they 
sold the yearlings. Mr. and Mrs. Solveyra 
held open house, with barbecued lamb and 
trimmings. The grooms barbecued the 
meat in the lot adjoining the barn the 
yearlings were housed in. Instead of spit- 
ting the meat over a coal-filled trench, 
North American style. they split the car- 
casses down the middle, fastened them to 


steel cross-frames driven into the ground. 
and cooked with heat reflected from a 
small log fire four or five feet to the rear. 
In any language the affair was a success. 
and the lambs disappeared in much less 
time than it took to roast them. 

Dams of the yearlings were bought in 
England, and were shipped to Mr, Sol- 
veyras Haras Don Yayo, in Argentina. 
They foaled according to English (and 
North American) time, hence were at an 
approximate six-month disadvantage in 
their nominal age group in Argentina.

It is unusual 
for a filly to top a sale, though it is not 
without precedent. The top colt was a 
gray by *Priam 2nd—Forever Yours, by 
Toro, bought for $24,000 by Lewis k. 
Haggin, agent. Mr. Haggin represented 
Mario Mercado, a Puerto Rican capitalist 
and industrialist. The top colt and the 
top filly came from Henry H. Knight’s 
Almahurst consignment Alma- 
hurst sold seven of the 11 fillies that 
brought $10,000 or more, and three of 
the 12 colts selling for $10,000 or more.

toga they were weighed and averaged 
947.5 pounds. They probably lost an av- 
erage of 10 pounds apiece in shipping, 
but this was regained during the two 
weeks we spent at Saratoga before the 
sale. The July gain averaged 61.6 pounds 
per yearling. Last year our July weight- 
gain was 54.5 pounds. I suspect that all of 
the difference is the result of the better 
grass that we have this year. Strangely 
enough, the largest individual gain was 
made by a filly that had been injured and 
withdrawn from the sale. This filly spent 
all of July out-of-doors. She was fed only 
once a day from a feed tub fastened to a 
fence. Her gain of a hundred pounds was 
30 more than that recorded for the ani- 
mals undergoing the conventional sales 
preparation. I found this to be true last 
year with three fillies that were not being 
sold. In spite of a limited ration they 
did so well on the grass that they con- 
sistantly gained more weight each month 
than did the sales yearlings. 


INSPECTION. While good yearlings 
are sold at both Keeneland and Saratoga, 
the method employed by the purchaser 
seems to be different in each place. At 
Keeneland it is not unusual to see a train- 
er looking at every yearling consigned to 
the sale. It has been my observation that 
more Keeenland yearlings are both in- 
spected and purchased by trainers. At 
Saratoga, the reverse seems true. The 
owners look at many of the yearlings, al- 
though seldom all. and then send their 
trainers around for a further inspection. 
Any inspection by a trainer is usually 
thorough. but the form of inspecting 
varies by approximately the number of 
trainers’ licenses that are issued. IT know 
one trainer that spends at least ten min- 
utes on every yearling. He looks at ev- 
erything. He makes no notes. He never 
forgets anything he sees. He never says 
anything about a yearling except nice 
things. After all, there is something com- 
mendable about almost any yearling. I 
know another trainer that can look at ten 
yearlings in fifteen minutes. I believe he 
sees as much as does the other man. The 
only difference is that this trainer never 
says anything nice about a yearling. If he 
has, neither my friends nor T have heard 
him. He doesn’t buy many vearlings, but 
when he does, they usually turn out well 
in spite of the bad things he saw in them. 
These two men are the extremes that I 
have noticed. Personally. I like to have 
yearling buyers inspect my horses very 
closely. I do not object to the closest ex- 
amination, and think that everyone that 
intends to bid on a yearling should pick 
up his feet. I think most professional 
horsemen selling yearlings have no objec- 


tion to this. Many of the people who sell 
one or two yearlings a year, and do it 
more or less for fun, seem to think that 
this is not sporting. I do not understand 
this attitude. Best regards,

field included Atalanta, which was fresh 
from winning the Schuylerville, and a 
band of other fillies which had promised 
everything except old age pensions. So 
Atalanta was made the third choice, and 
she won by six lengths. 

But one of the finest bits of close rea- 
soning came last Friday. The New York 
Turfwriters’ Association had held an un- 
quiet dinner at Piping Rock the night be- 
fore. Most of the bettors probably knew 
nothing of it and cared less, but the pro- 
fessional sharpshooters around the track 
made an angle of it. 

“Don’t bet on anybody who was at that 
dinner,” they said. “This is the day for 
the apprentice boys.” 

So Eddie Arcaro, who was at the dinner 
and must have suffered a considerable 
loss of sleep, rode three winners, and Bill 
Boland and Bobby Permane, both also 
present, rode one each, the three thus ac- 
counting for five flat races out of the 
seven, 


AWARDS. This same dinner is the oc- 
casion of the presentation of awards to 
people who, in 1949, distinguished them- 
selves this way or that. The awards aren’t 
based on numerical or monetary leader- 
ship entirely, though these help, but are 
rather a way of saying “You’ve done a 
good job.” The score was: Breeder of 
1949, Mrs, Isabel Dodge Sloane; trainer, 
John M. Gaver, of Greentree: jockey, 
Gordon Glisson. A special award. based on 
contributions to racing, went to William 
du Pont. 

The recipients made good speeches, 
which is to say short, and then a final 
award was made to Permane. He made the 
best speech of all, because he didn’t know 
it was going to happen and he wasn’t 
prepared at all and he was tremendously 
pleased and excited and couldn't’ say 
hardly anything. He got the award, as of 
course you know, for his fine fight. against 
odds to become a prominent rider again, 
a little more than a year after it seemed 
he was injured so badly that he would 
never walk, let alone ride. 

The principal entertainer at the party 
was Joe E. Lewis. for whom race tracks 
should send a cab, because he is a Pro- 
ducer for the Game. On the following Sat- 
urday he made an intense study of the 
form of the horses in the Saratoga Handi- 
cap. and consulted deeply with everyone 
he knew, which at Saratoga is a lot. After- 
ward he gave Better Self to everybody 
in the horse park, and as you know, Bet- 
ter Self won at $23.10. Meanwhile Mr, 
Lewis, with a last powerful concentra- 
tion on the question, went off and bet on 
Bare Foot Boy, which finished last of 
nine.

ground Stakes, and was second in the Polly Drum- 
mond Stakes at two in 1948. Last year she was 
second in the Prioress and Artful Stakes, Pimlico 
Oaks, and the Vineland and Benjamin Franklin 
Handicaps.
